| A manager of a suburban 10 
cent store computed that he could 
make a profit of $3,000 a year on 
tax collections under the voluntary 
bracket system.

three percent. He said he couldn’t 
collect a fraction of a penny in 
order to comply with the strict 
tax of three percent on purchases. 

Assistant Attorney General 
George Sims, speaking to the At- 
lanta Masonic Club, called attefi- 
tion to a provision in the law 
which requires merchants to turn 
over to the State all the tax mon- 
ey they collect. The State requires 
a minimum of three percent from 
the merchants, but if the mer- 
chants overcharge the customers 
they must turn over this full over- 
charge to the state, too, Sims said. 

“This law can’t actually be en- 
forced,” Sims admitted. ‘Unless 
everyone is honest, somebody be- 
‘sides the State of Georgia is 
going to make a pile of money.”

The city is using 
a bracket system in collecting it. 


Milk, selling for 10 cents in the 
one-third quart bottle, is 11 cents 
at O’Keefe. Resourseful student 
Phil Christensen saves a penny 
on 30 cents by going together 
with a buddy to get two bottles 
of milk and two packs of potato 
chips. 

“If we bought them separately, 
we would have had to pay two 
cents,” he reasoned.

Bulges Four Miles

TOKYO, Thursday, April 5— 
(P)-—-The U. S. Eighth Army com- 
mander trossed the 38th Parallel 
with strong Allied forces Wednes- 
day in Central Korea. They head- 
ed into the area of the Reds’ big- 
gest buildup. 

This crossing, the first in the 
mountainous center, put the 
United Nations inside Red Korea 
in force on all fronts. They al- 
ready had crossed in the West 
and the East. 

Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
moved forward with his troops 
over the old political boundary 
north of Chunchon. , 

Westward across 40 miles of 
active front other Allied forces 
made at least two other cross- 
ings Wednesday and drove ahead 
for gains up to four miles. The 
central front push penetrated one 
mile across bleak, mountainous 
country. 


HEAVY RESISTANCE 


Enemy resistance was heavy. 
Northeast of Chunchon, near the 
Parallel, Chinese Reds repeatedly 
beat back attempts by U. S. sol- 
diers to cross the Soyang River. 

By nightfall, the American 
forces had crossed the river in 
amphibious craft and stormed up 
hills to the north in the face of 
heavy enemy fire, Then the Reds 
withdrew, 

The Communists made the go- 
ing heavy at many points. 

But Gen. Ridgway said “things 
are progressing very smoothly” in 
the drive north of Chunchon, 
That town is only eight miles be- 
low 38.

The Reds resisted with mortars, 
rifles and automatic weapons. 

The Allied strategy ippeared to 
be to find where the Chinese and 
North Koreans have stacked most 
of their manpower in an esti- 
mated 63 divisions for an expect- 
ed Spring counteroffensive. 

U. N. forces killed or wounded 
1496 Reds in ground action 
Wednesday, boosting to 200,000 
or more the total ground casual- 
ties inflicted since the Allied of- 
fensive began Jan. 25. 

In the West, one force ad- 
vanced in the area of Yongpyong, 
two miles inside Red Korea and 
35 miles northeast of Seoul. The 
force met moderate to fierce re-' 
sistance in the attack 20 road 
miles southwest of Kumhwa. That 
is another point of the Red de- 
fense triangle. 

Between the Chunchon and 
Yongpyong crossings, a tank-in- 
fantry task force plunged four 
miles into Red Korea in the 
Topyong area. It encountered Red 
artillery and mortar fire. 


Newspaper Sales

Big. 3 Press 
For Meeting 
Of Ministers

WASHINGTON, April 4—The 
State Department said Wednesday 
the United States, France and 
Great Britain sought a foreign 
ministers meeting with the Soviet 
Union because it might help “ad- 
vance our program for peace.” 

The Department nevertheless 
insisted the agenda for such a 
meeting, now being worked over 
in Paris by the deputy foreign 
ministers of the Big Four, must be 
“neutral in character,” free of 
efforts to place the blame for the 
current world tensions. 

Asserting that the three Western 
governments were not asking the 
Soviet Union to accept a prejudical 
listing of issues for later discus- 
sion, the State Department added 
that “equally, we are determined 
not to accept other tricky word- 
ing which would put the United 
States and its allies at a disad- 
vantage” if and when the foreign 
ministers meet, 


ORIGINATED AS ‘VOICE’ 


These views were set forth in 
the State Department’s first offi- 
cial statement on the deputy 
foreign ministers session now 
going on in Paris. Originating as 
a Voice of America broadcast 
beamed to Eastern Europe the 
statement was made available to 
the United States press as “an 
extremely accurate descriptior of 
the policy of the United States.” 

Implicity supporting reports 
from Paris that the deputies were 
narrowing their differences, the 
State Department broadcast ‘hint- 
ed that an agreement on an agenda 
for a later foreign ministers con- 
ference might not be too far off. 

The State Department made it 
clear that, while Western Powers 
did not seek to blame Moscow for 
the “international tensions that 
beset the world today,” they 
nevertheless believed the-responsi- 
bility “actually lies” upon the 
Russians. 


WEST GERMAN DEFENSE 


“From the very beginning, the 
Soviet Union has tried to insist 
there was just one primary cause 
of the tension in the world today, 
and that is the Western program 
for building the defenses of West- 
ern Germany,” the State Depart- 
ment continued. 


The statement said it was un- 


thinkable that the three Western 
Powers accept “any wording which 
could be interpreted as a com- 
mitment on their part” to delay 
the carrying out of the Western 
European defense program.

Senate Vote Approves 
Kuropean Force Plan 
But Asks Consultation

WASHINGTON, April 4— 
The Senate approved 
Wednesday a policy of as- 
signing American’ ground 
troops to the international 
defensive force being raised 
in Europe for the common de 
fense of the Western World. 

It indorsed the designation of 
General of the Army Eisenhower 


as the supreme commander of 
that force, 


It specifically affirmed Presi- 
dent Truman’s plans to send four 
divisions to Europe, to stand with 
two already there now. 


It admonished him, however, to 
dispatch no more than those four 
divisions without the further ap- 
proval of Congress. 


All this the Senate accomplished, 
after three months of debate and. 
consideration, in adopting by 69 
to 21 a simple resolution express- 
ing the “sense” or opinion of its 
members. 


SETS PRECEDENT 


This resolution is a finished leg- 
islative product. It approves for 
the first time in peace in the his- 
tory of the United States the com- 
mitment of its ground forces to an 
international army. 


Once it had been approved, 
however, the Senate then passed, 
but this time by the narrow vote 
of 45 te 41, exactly the same dec- 
larations, though this time in the 
form of a concurrent resolution 
which now must go to the House 
of Representatives for its action. 

Neither document would do. 
more than morally assert the right 
of Congress to pass on troops com- 
mitments beyond the four divi- 
sions, Neither would have the 
force of law. 


HOUSE COULD TIGHTEN 


The second, or concurrent, reso- 
lution, however, conceivably could 
be altered in the House of Repre- 
sentatives into a form that would 
have the force of law. If passed 
there in such an altered form and 
then in the Senate and not suc- 
cessfully vetoed by him it would 
become a mandatory direction 
upon the President which would 
put any further troop movements 
in the ultimate control of Con~ 
gress, 

For this reason, the administra- 

tion’s chief foreign policy spokes- 
man, Sen. Connally, Democrat of 
Texas, and all his closest associ- 
ates stood to the end against the 
concurrent resolution, in an ef- 
fort to keep the issue out of the 
House. 
Those who brought off this sec- 
ond approach were Senators 
against any commitment of troops 
to Europe; Senators acting in the 
belief simply that both houses 
ought to participate; Senators 
hoping that in the House a legal 
mandate could be put upon the 
President.

A Disservice to Freedom 


Though there is little doubt that the 
troops-for-Europe debacle in the Congress 
reflects a deep and in many respects mer- 
ited distrust of the Truman Administra- 
tion, what has gone on is a great disservice 
to the efforts of the free countries to build 
enough strength to resist any future So- 
viet aggression. 


A great many in Congress, and that 
includes Sens. Taft, Bricker and others, 
are carrying over their domestic differ- 
ences with the President into the field of 
military strategy. That is a dangerous 
practice and a dangerous precedent in 
these critical days. 


Congress—and the Senate especially— 
has a right to express its views on any 
foreign issue. Indeed, it would be most 
helpful had the Senate, without bitter 
debate, backed up the President’s intention 
of sending four more divisions to West Ger- 
many along, with a pronouncement that 
this country ‘stood ready to send whatever 
additional forces might be needed. But the 
bitter feud which now has revealed the 
isolationist sympathies of a considerable 
portion of the Senate is enough to-cause 
serious question among our allies in Eu- 
rope. Can a nation whose higher legisla- 
tive body is willing to split hairs on de- 
fense be counted on to go through with 
its commitments to help stop Soviet ex- 
pansion? 

What brought the troops issue to the

Senate in the first place was the emphatic 
assertion by Sec. Acheson, when asking for 
approval of the North Atlantic Treaty, that 
it involved no commitment to send’ our 
forces to Europe. The Secretary of State 
spoke in te ood faith. He had no way of 
knowing that events only. a few months 
ahead would make the dispatch of troops 
desirable, even necessary. This statement 
made it proper that the Senate be asked 
to affirm the President’s decision to send 
troops. But too many Senators have, for 
their own purposes, interpreted Mr. Ache- 
son’s statement as a promise for all time 
rather than a matter-of-fact view of the 


_ situation as then existed. 


Any literate person who can under- 
stand a map knows that if Western Europe 
falls this country itself will be in great 
danger. We are indeed fortunate that Gen. 
Eisenhower was available to supply the 
unifying force which makes possible co- 
operative defense of our civilization. It is 
a pity that the General’s great prestige 
has been undermined to no little degree by 
representatives of his own people. 

Whatever may be the faults of the Tru- 
man Administration, the policy of resist- 
ance to Russia has been evolved by the 
best military and diplomatic minds of the 
country in collaboration with other leaders 
of the free world. It ought not to be a 
matter of vicious partisanship for those 
who would ride the winds of dissension 
to political gain. 
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Babies for Sale in Georgia? 


The joint Senate-House committee in- 
vestigating the Welfare Department at last 
is getting down to business. 


If there be a “black market” or a “gray 
market” in babies in Georgia, then the con- 
dition certainly ought to be exposed and 
the proper steps taken to provide a rem- 
edy. Perhaps stricter laws are indicated, 
as suggested yesterday by some child wel- 
fare workers appearing before the com- 
mittee. But it is doubtful that any law 
taking away entirely the right of a mother 
to place her child would be workable or 
satisfactory in the long run. 


| Doctors, ministers and lawyers tradi- 
- tionally have assisted in the placement of 
babies, even though Georgia law now pro- 
hibits influence in an adoption case by a 
third person. 

The fact is that adoption through the 
medium of a third person is much faster, 
though by no means as safe, as adoption 
through the Welfare Department. Never- 
theless, ‘a great many couples, giving up 


hope after a long wait, go ahead and take 
the greater risk. 

Even in the best-run welfaré agencies, 
with ample and trained staffs, there is 
considerable delay in the adoption proce- 
dure aside from the fact that demand nor- 
mally is greater than the number of babies 
available. A minutely thorough investiga- 
tion of both the prospective foster parents 
and the child is conducted. No child 
finally is placed until every possibility of 
error has been eliminated. A great many 
child welfare workers now are beginning 
to feel the process is too time consuming 
and that some of the tcrougnness could 
well be sacrificed to speed. 

At any rate, the evidence so far is that 


the large number of furtive baby trans-. 


actions is directly tied to the lack of trained 
child welfare workers in the State and the 
consequent inability to handle cases with 
the desired dispatch. Better training for 
the workers is part of the obvious answer. 
Another part might be a slight relaxation 
of some of the Department’s rules. 


A Man of Integrity for RFC ) 


Mr. Truman’s choice of Stuart Syming- 
ton to head a reorganized, fumigated Re- 
construction Finance Corporation: is a 
happy one. 

Mr. Symington’s public service as Sec- 
retary of the Air Force and more recently 
as Chairman of the National Security Re- 
sources Board has earned him the confi- 
dence of those of good will of both political 
parties. There is no doubt whatsoever 
about his integrity or ability. 


Such is Mr. Symington’s prestige that 
the President’s selection of him ought to 
head off attempts in the Senate to abolish 
RFC because of the unsavory conditions 
revealed by the investigating committee 
headed by Sen. Fulbright. The House 
already has approved a reorganization plan 
calling for a single administrator instead 
of a board of directors. 

That Sen. Fulbright himself has come 
out for continuation of the RFC is a sig- 
nificant factor in its favor. He is con- 
vinced, like a great many others, that the 
faults of the lending agency can be cor- 
rected by a reorganization. 

There is no cause to abolish the RFC 
simply because unsavory shenanigans have 
been going on among its top echelons. The 


RFC has, and continues in the vast ma- 
jority of cases, to fill a great need in sup- 
plying long-term loans for’ business and 
industrial firms. It is particularly impor- 
tant to the South, which does not possess 
the great capital resources of the Northern 
and Eastern States. If the RFC is abol- 
ished the growth of Southern industry will 
be curtailed. 

To insist that RFC. ought to be con- 
tinued most certainly is not to condone the 
practices which Sen. Fulbright’s commit- 
tee has brought to light. Congress should 
place as many safeguards about the agency 
as possible and some method should be de- 
vised for periodic audits and re-examina- 
tion of the loans made. 

But it is not necessary to cut.down the 
tree to get rid of the parasites which in- 
fest it. A thorough spraying and greater 
precaution in the future usually is suf- 
ficient. 

Revelations of the Fulbright Committee 
have not made the RFC less desirable. 
They have shown that certain officials of 
the agency should be released and a more 
responsible organization established. Mr. 
Truman’s reorganization plan and word 
that he will ask Mr. Symington to head the 
agency offer an excellent solution.

Incidentally, the decrease in’the size of the Administra- 
tion’s tax request has prompted some Republicans to sug- 
gest that Congress ought to wait around another 60 days in 
the hope of settling for still less. 


However, in viéw of the fact that—on the same day Treasury 
Secretary Snyder was telling Congress he could get by with less 
money than originally requested—the Joint Chiefs of Staff pre- 
sented Defense Secretary Marshall with a military budget for 1952 
which was $45,000,000,000 above previous estimates, it seems to 
me maybe we ought to close for $10,000,000,000 before the Admin- 
istration changes its mind in the opposite direction.

Would Suit GOP 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has made 
at least a partial revelation of his future political 

“Sees plans. At his most recent White House press 
aictivenen: he disclosed that he has reached a firm decision on 
whether or not he will become a candidate for a third term. But 
what that decision is he naturally declines to say. 

This is not much of a disclosure, to be sure, but it serves to 
open up another round of speculation on the President’s plans. The 
decision having been made in his own mind, it is. now up to the 
public and political prognosticators to figure out what it is. 

As usual, there are two schools of thought. Some Republicans 
and a few Administration hangers-on, the latter having a more 
personal interest in the matter, still profess to believe Mr. Truman 
will be a candidate to succeed himself. It is to the advantage of 
the office-holding contingent to have him carry on, since any shift 
in Administrations would likely affect their status. 

Many Republicans, also, prefer to look 


Wishful Thinking on the President as a candidate, feel- 


ing that he would be more vulnerable than most anyone the 
Democrats are likely to name. The two-term limitation, now 
adopted as a part of the Constitution, would prove a severe handi- 
cap to his.candidacy, they believe, even though Mr. Truman is 
specifically exempted from its provisions. For another thing, the 
RFC and crime scandals unearthed by Senate investigating com- 
mittees would be counted on to provoke a live issue against him. 

With the ‘Republicans and the officeholders, therefore, the wish 
may be put-down as father to the thought. Self-interest dictates 
the thinking among these groups. The weight of evidence is very 
much on the other side. ; 


The nearest we have to anything formal on the 
Only Word subject was the statement put out by one of his 
secretaries on the day following the 1948 election. That statement 
was to the effect that Mr. Truman had no ambitions to serve an- 
other term and would definitely retire from the White House when 


-his four* years were up. It obviously would not have beer? made 


without the President’s approval. 

Since then various efforts have been made to put him in the 
light of a candidate. But it has never made sense. Age and dislike 
for the heavy responsibilities of the office, which he never wanted 
in the first place, add up to compelling reasons why he should 
have decided against a third term. 

When his. final announcement is made it will probably certify 
that Mr. Truman’s mind was made up from the start, that he never 
gave any serious thought to running again. For reasons that are 
clear, it would not be wise for him to make the announcement 
until the right time. To do so would invite a scramble within the 
party over the nomination, jeopardizing his control. 


. What causes the Republicans to prefer to believe 
Up setting Mr. Truman will be a third-term candidate is the 
fear that, in stepping down, he will throw the nemination to Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower, a man who most observers concede could be 
elected on either major party ticket. It will be within the Presi- 
dent’s power to do this if he wants to, General Ike being willing. 
Nothing could be more upsetting to GOP plans than for this to 
happen. 

It is possible to read one bit of significant meaning in the 
President’s statement that he has arrived at a firm decision re- 
garding 1952. Having reached a decision, there are far more rea- 
sons to suppose that it is against a third term than not. If he had 
said he was still pondering the question, that would have been a 
horse of a different color.

Behind the Troop Issue 


WASHINGTON—The alarming spectacle staged in the United States Senate 
over troops for Europe demands some explanation, for surely it does not repre- 


sent the sober and sane judgment of our people. 


What happened was that an 


isolationist junta, a minority, swept into command to try to hamstring the recog- 
nized constitutional authority of the President as director of our foreign policy 


and commander in chief of our armed forces, and take over itself. 


Immediately 


that ‘cecal upon our ‘pledged commitments in the North Atlantic Treaty which we originated and 


sponsored, and thus embarrassed Gen. Eisenhower as he took over formal command of a combined . 


European army for defense against Soviet aggression. 


What’s behind it all? 
Clearly, it is a symptom. 


Broadly, it seems te denote a reaction 
reflecting confusion, discontent and disillu- 
sion among our people over things that have 
happened here in recent weeks. Those events 
are, not themselves directly connected with 
the troops-to-Europe issue, but have been 
exploited by the hard-bitten, determined 
isolationists led by Sens. Taft, Republican, 
Ohio, and Wherry, Republican, Nebraska, for 
their own purposes. 


Mixed up in it, too, appears to be sdéme 
plain and unadulterated politics. It is directed 
obviously at President Truman personally, which 
explains some disgruntled Democratic Taft- 
Wherry allies, and also at Gen. Eisenhower be- 
cause of the Presidential boom building up about 
him which his Republican rivals do not relish. 
What has occurred dramatized again the split 
in the Republican Party over foreign policy. This 
js so bitter that statesmanship is forgotten, as is 
the best interest of the nation. 

As to irritations among the people, on which 
some of their representatives are capitalizing and 
spilling on the Senate floor, one Senator thus 
summed up one aspect: « 

“Too much mink coat.” 

By this he symbolized the cynical attitude 
among some high-placed and seemingly respon- 
sible persons who have pried favors and spe- 
cial privileges from Government as exhibited in 
the RFC investigation. There were, too, the Ke- 
fauver crime investigation revelations of the 
shameless links between crime and politics. Out 
at the whistle stops seams begin to show in the 
moral fiber of government. 

That could be a factor in disillusionment. 


There are several factors contributing to dis- 
content. Inflation, still at large like a ravenous 


wolf, continues to harass our people. There is, 
too, big-business management of the defense 
program, which is resulting in special privileges 
in distribution of contracts, in lush tax write- 
offs and bargain-basement amortization terms 
for expanding plant capacity of big and pow- 
erful corporations under the guise of defense 
program needs, and prospective favors to big 
taxpayers in the projected new tax bill to pay 
for our defense program. 


The cumulative effect of the disillusion- 
ment, discontent and confusion over what has 
been going on in Washington reached a cli- 
max that seemingly found a ready outlet 
in the Senate over the issue of sending troops 
to Europe. This does not justify but may 
explain the current feeling. So the isola- 
tionist junta capitalized all of it in the Me- 
Clellan resolution expressing the sense of the 
Senate that any further dispatch of troops 
must be passed upon by it—setting itself 
up, as Sen. McMahon, Democrat, Connecti- 
cut, put it ironically, as “a committee on the 
deployment of troops.” Clearly this is an 
infringement of the constitutional authority 
of the President, that would limit the maneu- 
verability so essential to the conduct of for- 
eign relations and military operations in 
these times when totalitarian foes strike 
quickly and don’t wait for the Senate te de- 
bate for weeks. We would telegraph every 
move to Joe Stalin. 


Blame for our situation must be shared by 
many, including the White House. It would 
seem to be time for straight thinking and straight 
talking, for the crisis still is with us, if not actu- 
ally accentuated by recent developments here as 


well as elsewhere. The Kremlin does not nod 


and doze while we argue.

Individual farmers are not asking for 2 per 
cent money (they will be satisfied with the same 
terms extended business enterprises), but it 
would be almost impossible to estimate the im- 
provement such credit facilities would make in 
the condition of individual farmers, the commu- 
nities, and the State: 

As Vallene Bennett puts it, “It takes your 
breath to think about what the farmers of Geor- 
gia could do if they had the same credit oppor- 
tunities the Electric Membership corporations 
have.” 

Mr. Bennett thinks, moreover, that these co- 
operatives shouldn’t be in too big a hurry to pay 
back the loan. “We are not banking organiza- 
tions,” he declared, “we are service companies 
and we should not be content until every farmer: 


in Georgia has electric service. Congress didn’t 
appropriate our money for the purpose of making 
interest on it, but for the purpose of taking elec- 
tricity to the farmer at a price he can afford. Of 
course, we are meeting our obligations and will 
pay off in full, but the longer we keep the money 
busy in useful work the more valuable service 
we will render to the farmers and the State.”

A Move Toward a Showdown? 


NEW YORK—This is a continuation. of a slightly condensed version of a 
notice to the boss unioneers that, under the present war mobilization system, they 
will not be allowed to interfere with production or otherwise stimulate inflation. 
It is a carefully considered statement of public policy toward unions from a high 

A 3 authority. The defiant attitude toward the union parasites here expressed is 

i significant because President Truman has defied them by holding out against their 

demands for the last six weeks. This is the first forthright repudiation of the high racketeers 

of unionism that has come from any authority in the Government in the last 20 years. It may 

indicate a decision to go to the mat with the union bosses on the issue of whether they or the 
lawfully elected Administration of the National Government shall exercise authority. 


I again take some liberties with the text,

the meaning of this emancipation proclamation. | 


It reads: 


“Union officials have been terribly worried 
about these three developments: 


“1. Union membership remains at about 
15 million out of a total work force of over 
60 million. Since the close of the war the 
civilian work force has increased by over 
nine million, but the unions have been able 
to persuade less than 333,000, or less than 
four per cent, to become and remain mem- 
bers.

“This failure is the more pronounced because 
the unions have spent millions on organization 
work, and have had almost unlimited support 
from the Government in their organizing ef- 
forts, and supplementary help from educators 
and the clergy. * There has been no opposition 
from employers and consumers, and practically 
no form of coercion to compel workers to join 
unions was considered too outrageous by the 
police and the courts. The union leaders have 
been looking for some method of forcing the 


remaining workers to join, particularly those . 


employed by small business where organizing and 
dues-collecting were too ineffective and ex- 
pensive. 

“2. Voters at the polls have rejected top union 
officials as political and economic mentors of the 
nation. The income of the unions is estimated 
at between $300 million and $500 million a year. 
As mutch of it as is not spent in administration 


and in efforts at further organizing has gone to . 


pay people (union officials) who spend prac- 
tically all their time trying to organize political 
action. This shift from concentration on wages, 
hours and working conditions to political action 
in Washington, on a nation-wide basis, was ap- 
parently prompted by frustration over lack of 
further growth and power. In addition to funds 
and personnel within the unions themselves, they 
had at their command literally millions of more 
or less otherwise idle Government employes sup- 
porting common candidates. The very indorse- 
ment of the labor unions seemed to have such 
an adverse effect that an unhealthy majority of 
the candidates most openly campaigned for by 
the unions were defeated. This seemed to 
dampen the hopes of the union officials. 

“The radio campaign which the unions are 
waging against high prices is a renewed effort to 
persuade the public that unions are true and ex- 
clusive representatives of the public against all 
the individual elements of that public. 

“3. President Truman seems to have cooled 
to the point of being no longer their willing and 
unquestioning servant to the degree which they 
frankly ‘say they are entitled to for supporting 
“him in 1948. The 8lst Congress decisively de- 
feated the repeal of Taft-Hartley even with tre- 
mendous support from the White House and 


the Democratic Party. They were even more 
painfully aware of public sentiment about them 
as a result of the defeat of so many of their can- 
didates in 1950. However, they still looked upon 
President Truman as their very own. They 
seemed totally unprepared for him not to repeat 
the Knudsen-Hillman and similar mistakes of 
the last war. Those mistakes were ‘made under 


the watchful eye of the then chairman of the. 


Truman Committee. 


“The counsel of desperation seems to have 
prevailed and the shortsighted decision seems to 
have been made to make an all-out, last-stand 
effort to seize power over the Government 
through actual and threatened wartime strikes 
across the nation and political retaliation at the 
next elections. They wanted to bargain politi- 
cally with the Government, not economically 
with employers and employes. 

“Efforts to interfere with production have not 
so far been very successful. 


“More care should be used by all con- 
cerned in the use of the word ‘labor.’ The 
union officials have successfully pre-empted 
the word as referring to themselves whereas 
they represent less than one fourth of the 
work force of the country. The 45 millions 
who are out of the unions have had con- 
stantly to reject voluntary membership and 
resist rugged efforts to force membership on 
them. 


“There is a great hue and cry about Charles 


- Wilson, Sidney Weinberg and others having 


come to theit top posts in mobilization from top 
posts in large business organizations. They were 
chosen for the persona] honor, of course, but 
especially for their proved ability to retain re- 
sponsible posts in industry. Eleven top union 
officials had top mobilization positions where 
they could exercise their proper influence for 
those they represent. But they- walked out be- 
cause they couldn’t dominate all policies affect- 
ing everybody and everything. They want man- 
power put into the Department of Labor, which 
acts simply as the servant of union officials and 
promotes their efforts to extend their power be- 
yond the one-fourth of the workers now in 
unions.”

But Not as Medicine 


WASHINGTON, April 4. 
(P)—The Government 
Wednesday restricted some 
civilian of castor oil. But 
not, boys and girls, as a medi- 
cine. \ 

The Agriculture Department 
issued the order in a move 
to assure supplies for the 
Armed Services. Castor oil is 
used as a lubricant in high- 
powered military planes. 

Cutbacks ranging from 40 to 
80 percent were ordered on 
use of the oil in paints, cos- 
metics, toilet articles, insolu- 
able metallic soaps, resins and 
plastics, textiles, brake lin- 
ings, ~ coating materials for 
leather and other fabrics, 
sulfonated oil and for de- 
mulsification of petroleum 
products.
